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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. 

Applicants' arguments, filed 9 September 2005, have been fully considered. Rejections 
and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The 
following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the 
complete set presently being applied to the instant application. 

Claims 10 and 14-24 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 10, 14, and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
SEQ ID NO: 3 of US 6,410,826 (effective filing date of 25 June 1998). SEQ ID NO:3 contains 
21 consecutive nucleic acids corresponding to nucleic acids 95-1 15 of instant SEQ ID NO:l, 
thus meeting the limitations of claims 10, 14, and 20-24, which are drawn to fragments encoded 
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by a nucleic acid molecule comprising a nucleic acid sequence having from about 15 to about 
250 nucleic acid residues of SEQ ID NO: 1 . 

Claims 10, 14, and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
GeneBank Accession Number D30807 (8 March 1995; cited previously in the Office Action of 
9/9/03). D30807 contains 267 consecutive nucleic acids corresponding to nucleic acids 54-320 
of instant SEQ ID NO:l, thus meeting the limitations of claims 10, 14, and 20-24, which are 
drawn to fragments encoded by a nucleic acid molecule comprising a nucleic acid sequence 
having from about 15 to about 250 nucleic acid residues of SEQ ID NO:l. 

Claims 1 0, 1 4, and 20-24 are rej ected under 3 5 U. S .C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
GeneBank Accession Number AA728430 (5 January 1998). AA728430 contains 256 
consecutive nucleic acids corresponding to nucleic acids 65-320 of instant SEQ ID NO:l, thus 
meeting the limitations of claims 10, 14, and 20-24, which are drawn to fragments encoded by a 
nucleic acid molecule comprising a nucleic acid sequence having from about 15 to about 250 
nucleic acid residues of SEQ ID NO:l. 

Conclusion 

The outstanding rejection under 35 USC 1 12-l st paragraph for Written Description has 
been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendments to the claims. 
Claims 1 0, 14, and 20-24 are rejected. 
Claims 15-19 are allowed.
